R. B. Bennett Tells Legislature 
That U-Boat Dangers Are Real 
Indeed—Urges Oultivation 


Speaking to the members of the 
Legislature on Tuesday, R. B, Ben- 
rett, director-general of National Ser- 
vice, made an cloquent appeal for the 
cultivation of every available acre in 
Western Canada for the production of 
food stuffs this year, declaring it might 
well be that the fate of the Empire 
depended upon these efforts, 

He said that the swbmarine menace 
of the present time was very real in- 
deed, the last being so serious that if 
continued it would seriously threaten 
our communications, 

Yould Provide Sced, 

He said that seed would be provid- 
ed where necessary, the banks having 
agreed to co-operate, and the neces- 
sary number of men, probably about 
13,500, would be brought from the Un- 
ited States upon the assurance being 
giveh them that they would not come 
under the Militia Act. Of these 2,500 
would be for Alberta. _ He estimated 
the cost at $150,000, which would be 
absorbed in paying the transportation 
to the boundary line, and he said the 
Dominion government would pay dol- 
lar for dollar with the Provincial gov- 
ernment, 

He concluded by urging the mem- 
bers to co-operate in the movemnt 
and to see that every available acre 
was cultivated. 

Alludes To Regina Statement. 

Mr. Bennett; alluding to a statement 
that was attributed to him at Regina 
to the effect that the British army 
was now sufficiently large to drive the 
Germans back to Berlin, said he did 
not suppose it required any contradic- 
tion, because it was so false that no- 
body but a fool would make it. ‘Per- 
haps I am one,” humorously added 
Mr. Bennett, “but the evidence is not 
wholly complete on that subject. 
However, the statement was not made. 
I had no intention of making it or 
thinking of making it.” 

Premier Endorses. 

Premier Sifton said he was sure 
they all agreed that the remarks that 
had been made by Mr. Bennett were 
entirely and absolutely to the point. 
It was unnecessary to extend them 
in any shape or form, ‘‘We each have 
our duty to perform,” said the pre- 
mier. It is not to worry whether 
somebody else is doing his. Bach must 
do the best he can in thé difficult cir- 
cumstances we have to fill.” 

Mr. Bennett was accompanied by 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Hon, Dr. A. C. Rutherford, pro- 
vinecial director of National Service.

WEATHER SCARRED 
SHOVELS ATTRACT 
MUCH ATTENTION 


Two wWenther searre€ shovels, 
roughly hewed of wood, which are be- 
ing displayed in the windows of the 
Canadian Northern ticket offices on 
Jasper avenue, have a historic associa- 
tion with the taming of a well- 
known pose in the Rockies and are of 
peculiar interest to Edmonton poople 
by virtue of a connection with the 
building of a great trafiscontinental 
railway line.

Piven this effort failed and they were 
obliged to give up the attempt and 
turn back, after leaving the shovels 
standing and crossed on the summit 
of the pass, 

Later these shovels were discover- 
ed und came into the possession of the 
Canadian Northern officials, the pass 
becoming known as Shovel Pass, 
which although not the actual route 
followed by the Cenadian Northern 
in crossing over the mountains Is very 
rear the Yellowhead where the (rans 
continental runs.

In gathering information for the 
benefit of the employment of return.

The 42nd Annual of the shareholders of the Standard Bank of 
Camada, wae held at the Head Office of the Bank, 15 King Street West, 
Toroate, on Wednesday, the 28th February, 1917, at 12 o'clock noon. 


A large number of shareholders was present, 

On motion, the President, Mr. W, F. Cowan, took the chair, and Mr. B. A. 
Bog, Chief Inspector, who acted as Secretary of the meeting, read the report: 

Your Directors, in presenting to the Shareholders the Forty-second An- 
nual Report of the affairs of the Bank for the year ending Qst January, 
1917, have pleasure in stating that the funds have been woll employed dur- 
ing the past twelve months and « satisfactory increase is showa in all de- 
partments 

The Net Profits, after making provision for bad and doubtful debts, re- 
bate of interest on unmatured bills under discount, exchange, cast of man- 
agement, etc., amount to $580,280.10, being at the rate of 18.90%° on the aver- 
age paid-up capital of the Bank for the year. This amount together with the 
balance forward from last year and the sum of $883,242.14 for premium on 
new stock issued during the year, makes the sum of $975,119.13. 

This has been appropriated as follows:
